Resolution on Commission. 

The resolution offered by the citi- 
ens’ committee in favor of commission 


government, after stating that a citi- 
zens’ committee desiring a commission 
government for Atlanta had adopted a 
proposed charter which it was desired 
to be submitted to the people, were as 
follows: 

“Be it resolved, That the representa- 
tives from the county of Fulton and all 
other representatives from other coun- 
ties In said state, now in legislative 
session, be ang they are hereby re- 

ested to pass and enact 


order that the same may be submitted 
to the registered voters of the city of 
Atlanta for adoption or rejection. 

“Be it further resolved, That in 
adopting this resolution, neither the 
mayor and general coun il of the city 
of Atlanta as an official bod~ are in 
any respect committeq by sai. resolu- 
tion, either as favoring or objecting to 
the charter thus prepared, or from 
likewise submitting any other form otf 
charter.” ‘

OBEYED THE LAW 
AGAINST WISHES 


President Slaton Favors Sen- 
atorial Primary, 


But Could Not Legally Uphold 
Resolution---Says an Official’s 
Contract With People Cannot 
Be Properly Annulled Except 
by Their Consent. 


To make clear the position which he 
took in his ruling. against the resolu- 
tion proposing a primary for Wnited 
States senator, President John M. Sla- 
ton, of the state senate, has wfitten an 
interesting card, in which he replies 
vigorously to the intimation that he 
personally opposed a primary. 

President Slaton makes it clear that 
he strongly favored a senatorial pri- 
mary, and shows that his ruling 
against the resolution was simply tn 
accordance with law. 

He ridicules the suggestion that a 
primary is not in accord with precedent, 
and declares that the contention that 
a primary would produce agitation, is 
equally unfounded. 

On the other hand he points out _that 
in the event of the election of the gov- 
ernor to the senate, there will have to 
be a primary for governor, followed by 
a regular election. Also he calls at- 
tention to the possibility of political 
trafficking as the result of a fallure 
to hold a primary. 

Exgters Contract With People. 

Ini conclusion President Slaton ex- 
presses the belief that when a man is 
elected to an office by the people, he 
enters into a contract with them and is 
obligated to hold that office during the 
term for which he is elected; that the 
only way in which he could properly 
annul that contract, is through the 
consent of the people expressed in a 
primary. 

President Slaton’s statement follows: 

“My attention has just been called to

Marion, Ind., July 3.—With the tem- 
perature in his private car up above 
the 100 mark for hours at a time, Presi- | 
dent Taft hurried through Ohio and 
Indiana tcday. He began speaking 
from the rear platform of his car at 
Cleveland, just after breakfast, and did 
not get through until 6 o’clock,. He 
ended a strenuous and sticty day with 
two addresses at the national home 
for disabled volunteer soldiers here. 
The president spoke of war, but more 
of peace and arbitration to the vet- 
erans. To the bankers and editors of 
the eleventh congressional district he 
talked abou: the Aldrich plan of cur- 
rency. Tomorrow at Indianapolis he 
expects to talk of the “third most im- 
portant measure” of the administration 
—reciprocity with Canada, 

Nine Rear Platform Talks. 

On the way over from Cleveland, in 
spite of the heat and the dust, the 
president made nine rear platform 
talks. Sometimes he talked about the 
heat and at others he argued for a 
“safe and sane Fourth,” and once in 
a while he turned to prosperity and 
Canadian* reciprocity, which he. said 
would bring more prosperity. In the 
speech to the old soldiers, the presi- 
dent deciared all of the foreign wars 
waged by this country except the war 
of the revolution and pos#ibly the civil 
war could have been settled without 
bloodshed, through arbitration. No 
fewer than five times, said the presi- 
dent, has the United States intervened 
between South and Central American 
countries that felt belligerent, and by 
peaceful persuasion averted war, 

“t am not a wild enthusiast or a 
blind optimist,” said the president. “I 
do not look forward to complete resto- 
ration of peace which cannot be dis- 
t: rbed in the world even if these 
treaties (of arbitration) are adopted.

Three deaths and 
More than fifty prostrations were re- 
ported in Boston and its surburbs 
alone. 

The White mountains of New Hamp- 
shire, famed for their cooling breezes, 
offered little relief, for at some points 
the mercury registered 96 in the 
shade. At Burlington, Vt., the weather 
bureau reported a temperature of 100, 
exceeding by 4 degrees the highest 
mark reached during the seventy years 
that local records have been kept: 

In Bost@m the official mark was 102. 
This was half a degree hotter than 
the record of September 7, 1881, the 
highest ever before recorded by the 
weather bureau. 

Beverly, the summer capital, swel- 
tered in a temperature of 108 degrees. 
The family of the president, high

mained closely indoors throughout the 
day. 

TEMPERATURES AND HUMIDITY 
VERY HIGH IN SOUTHWEST 

Kansas City, Mo., July 3.—High tem- 
peratures and high humidity were gen- 
eral throughout the southwest today. 
Although the mercury dropped a few 
degrees tonight, the local weather fore- 
caster is unable to promise any de- 
cided: relief soon. In many cities the 
mercury stood for hours above the 
hundred mark, 4

Chicago, July 3.—Chicago sweltered 
in its hottest day of 1911 today and 
the hottest July 3 in the history of the 
weather bureau, 

Following the hottest night ever ex- 
perienced in Chicago, the tenrperature 
climbed steady, and at 2:45 o'clock 
the thermometer in the weather bureau 
tower officially registered 99,5 degrees, 
while at the street level the tempera- 
ture was 103 aegrees. Twelve deaths 
and one suicide brought che list of heat 
victims ofthe lust thirty-six hours up 
to forty-eight, of which number twen-

According to the official report of

year was the hottest that has been ex- 
perienced in the past 11 years, and for 
the past 32 years only twice’ was the 
June weather as hot and only once was 
it hotter. The mean temperature for 
June of this year was 79. It was 79 in 
1897, 1898 and 80 in @899. Last year 
the mean temperature was only 73 and 
some people thought it was hot enough 
then. The normal mean temperature 
for June in this fatitude is 75.6.. So At- 


normal. 

As compared with the former years 
the rainfall was short. The total pre- 
cipitation for June was 1.09. Last year 
it was 6.20. Thie year’s June rainfall 
has been the shortest within the past 
fifteen years with the exception of 1898 
when it was only 0.89. 

With the intense and abnormal heat 
and scareity of fain, this section of 
the country has seriously suffered from 
the .drought. Gardens have withered 
and in many places have been killed. 

The hottest day in June was the éth 
when the maximum temperature was 
98 and the minimum 72. On June 11 
and 16 the temperature was 96, maxi-

The 
mean temperature on June 4 was 35 
and on that day there was not a cloud 
in the sky and not a drop of rail fell. 

During the month of June the pre- 
vailing wind was from the west and 
the average hourly velocity was 8.7. 
Only on one day was there a real stiff 
breeze and this was on June 5, when 
for five minutes the wind reached a 
velocity of 30 miles an hour.

No Need for War of 1812, 


“The war-of 1812 might certainly 
have been avoided by arbitration. The 
questions there presented were ques- 
tions. all of which have been settled 
by ‘the judgment of mankind ,in favor 
of our side of the controversy. 

‘The war with . Mexico—though 
there is~some dispute over this—was 
over one of the questions capable of 
solution by an impartial tribunal. 
Whether the civil war could ‘have 
been avoided is a very difficult ques- 
tion to answer. When slavery has 
become embedded in the social fiber of 
& country it is possible that only an 
excission by a war knife can remove 
the cancer. 

“Nor shall I attempt to answer a 
similar questionas to ‘the Spanish war. 
It is one of those instances of inter- 
national dissension Mke the civil war; 
and yet I believe that the submission 
of the issues to a tribunal might have 
affected Spain’g treatment of Cuba ih 
such a way that we could havi avoid- 
ed a resort ‘to arma, 

“The awful consequences to heav- 
ily armed countries under .nodern 
conditions of war'have been a great 
deterrent of war; but the irresponsi- 
bility of men claiming to be patriots 
and desiring to overturn existing gov- 
ernments where law and order are 
not well. established, has led to a 
Sreat deal of guerrilla warfare, and 
to the suffering of innocent people, 
who find no real principle involved in 
the two contending parties except 
that of ambition for power. Much of 
this kind of work has occurred Pr 
South and Central America; and in the 
degree of guardianship which the 
United States must feel over the re- 
publics of this hemisphere, ir main- 
taining their integrity against Euro- 
pean invasion, we ought to welcome 
every opportunity which gives us a 
legitimate instrument by which we 
can Make less probable such inetrna- 
cine strife. 


United States Wants No More Territory,

It is not good logic, 
but it is human nature to charge the 
prevailing government with responsibi- 
bilities for bad crops, for bad business, 
for the unequal distribution of property 
and comforts, for many of the defects 
of society and for many of the ills 
that flesh is heir.to. But the govern- 
ment is directly responsible to the 
people for the condition of business 
when it is seriously injured by a de- 
fective monetary and banking system. 

“I earnestly commend not only to 
bankers, but to newspaper. men and to 
intelligent laboring men, to business 
men and to farmers, a close considera- 
tion of the plan, and I am very certain 
that after they have sufficiently di- 
gested its comparatively simple prob- 
lems, they will see that its operation 
will tend to the encouragment of a 
banking equilibrium to the mainten- 
ance of normal business conditions,‘ to 
the constant meeeting of the pay-roil 
and to the diminution as far as pos- 
sible of the cost of the disposition of 
the farmers’ crops.”

London, July 3.—The lords devoted 
the whole session today to considera- 
tion of the veto bill and discussed a 
number of minor amendments, most ef 
which were withdrawn. The most nota- 
ble feature of the sitting was the join- 
ing of the forces of Lord Lansdowne 
and the official opposition with the 
government peers to defeat an amend- 
ment proposed by the “backwoodsman 
peer,” Baron Richard Willoughby de 
Broke, which was aimed at preventing 
the passaze of any bill under a pro- 
vision of the veto bill until it had been 
subitted to a poll of the people.

The Primary Resolution. 
_ “The provocation of the letter head- 
ing in The Telegraph was as follows: 

“A joint resolution wag introduced in 
the sénate providing for a primary for 
the choice of a United States senator 
and postponing the election of senator 
by the general assembly until such 
primary could be held. Senator Shep- 
pard made the point of order that such 
resolution was out of order as being in 
conflict with the act of congress: gov- 
erning such election and embodied in 
Georgia law in sections 368 and 369 of 
the code of Georgia. I sustained this 
point of order, and I have yet to fini 
a single person, in or out of the legis- 
lature, who questions the correctness 
of the ruling. » Being the law, I obeyed 
it, although the effect of the ruling 
was the opposite of my wishes. 

Believes in a Primary. 

“Personally, I think there should be 
a primary for the United States sena- 
tor. With two-thirds of a full term 
yet to be filled, the objection that such 
primary was in conflict with precedent 
‘was just as forceful as if a party rule 
were nat followed because two offi- 
Cialis of the same names had never 
opposed each other before. The distine- 
tion is unfounded in principle. In ad- 
dition, no previous precedent could ap- 
ply, since the senate of the United 
States, within the last Month, by a 
practically unanimous vote, provided 
in the amendment to the constitution 
of the United States that electicn to 
fill vacancies to the senate should be 
by popular vote. If a republican sen- 
ate could recognize this democratic 
principle, surely a democratic stata, 
having the first opportunity to apply it, 
should enforce it. 

“The contention that Auch primary 
would produce agitation is equally un- 
founded. Hf the governor be elected 
senator, the probability is there would 
be several candidates for the position 
end a heated struggle would ensue. 
Certainly there would be a primary, 
and the people of the state would per- 
mit no exigency to be created that 
would dispense with such primary. If 
no candidate should receive a majority 
of the votes cast, under party rule, 
there must be a second gubernatoria! 
primary. Stability is one essential of 
government demanded by business and 
sound statesmanship, and if overnight 
changes can be made to suit occasions, 
the conditions in Georgia will be as 
changeable as those of a South Amer- 
ican republic. 

Has Not Assumed Responsibility. 

“Surely, no one man can ask that al! 
rules be disregarded, and such a disas- 
trous precedent set, to further his own 
promotion.

The siege of oppressive hot weather 
continues throughout New York state. 
To the maximum of $4.5 degrees, which 
the hot wave officially reached here 
yesterday, 8% degrees were added by 
today’s maximum of 98, recorded at 
noon. To the list of ten lives which 
succumbed yesterday, as many more 
were added today. 

Up-state points reported similar woe. 
At the Cornell weather station in 
Ithaca, a temperature of 101 degrees, 
the highest since the station was estab- 
lished thirty years ago,- was reported, 

At 8 o'clock the official thermometer 
in New York City registered 86, and 
there was no relief in sight. 

While it was the hottest July $ re- 
corded since 1898, when $9 was regis- 


tered, it falls two degrees short of a 
1881, when the 
city’s maximum was established at 100 
degrees. 

At midnight, with the mercury still 
above 80, the list of prostrations re- 
ported in New York and its environs 
was swelled to more than 200. Statis- 
ticians in some of the newspaper offices 
figured that a thousand had been ‘over- 
come. The deaths were reported as 
numbering fourteen. 


Scerching at Detroit, 

Detroit, July 3—A dozen or more 
prostrations from heat occurred in De- 
troit today. The mercury climbed to 
an even 100 degrees at 3 o'clock, one 
degree lower than the previous high 
rec.rd. The night brought slight re- 
lief.

Asheville, N. C.,-duly 3.—Patrolman 
E. C. McConnell, of the city police 
“force, was shot and dangerously 
wounded here this morning by a negro, 
John Huff, who was under arrest at 
the time, and who succeeded in mak- 
ing his escape. At 9 o’clock tonight 
the negro was still at large, although 
a large posse of citizens, the majority 
of them armed, have been scouring the 
neighboring mountains and woods in 
pursuit of the fugitive. The feeling 
here tonight is intense, and it is a 
foregone conclusion that the negro will 
be lynched if caught. 

McConnell had gone out on the Hen- 
dersonville road to arrest the negro at 
the request of the Hendersonville au- 
thorities, who wanted Huff for steal- 
ing cattle. The patrolman was trav- 
eling in an automobile when he met 
Huff, whom he placed under arrest. 
The policeman took his seat beside 
the prisoner in the machine, which 
then headed for Asheville. Nearing the 
city limits, the negro drew a revolver, 
which had been overlooked in McCon- 
nell’a search, and fired point biank 
at his captor, the bullet passing 
through the right lung and lodging 
2 inches to the right of the spinal 
column. 

Before the chauffeur realized what 
had happened, the negro jumped from 
the car and fled to the woods near the 
roadside. The wounded man was taken 
to the city hospital, where the bullte 
was removed. His cofidition, however, 
is regarded as serious.

‘“‘The Powers in the Pacific.” 

The fact which seems to emerge most 
clearly from the consideration of pres- 
ent conditions in the Pacific is the vital 
importance of the creation of at least 
two fresh bases of naval power in that 
ocean if the balance is to be maintain- 
ed. So long as the British navy by its 
absolute supremacy could be counted 
on as a decisive factor in any part of 
the world where British interests 
might be involved, the development of 
smgatfier navies was likely to proceed 
on! more measured lines. They had no 
prospect of securing a permanent ad- 
Vantage, The situation we have to 
face at present is that Great Britain is 
actually occupied in keeping a predom- 
inance in European waters, and unless 
she makes a supreme effort she can 
hardly hope to do that, Therefore 
the ambitions and rivalries which her 
unquestioned supremacy has Kept in 
check must be expected to assert 
themselves with augmented force in 
non-European waters. Until 1915 she 
has an agrement with Japan which 
nominally secures the status quo in 
the Far East. As a matter of fact, 
the status quo is altering all the time 
and not to the benefit of the British 
trader or of the British dominions in 
the Pacific. The absolute necessity of 
augmenting British naval power in 
the Pacific by some means Will be urged 
at our next Imperial Conference, and 
Americans must watch the result with 
considerable anxiety, for the decision 
must largely affect their own future 
policy. As a continental self-contained 
} nation they once dreamed of avoiding 
| all outside complications either 


| through alliances or disputes, but the 


whole course of their recent history 
demonstrates the futility of such hopes, 
As far as.the Pacific is concerned, the 
security of the great sea-borne trade 
which is bound to develop there would 
be sufficient to demand the provision 
of adequate sea power. The distance 
between the United States and her mar- 
kets in eastern Asia, added to the fact 
that her best strategic points (in Haw- 
aii and'‘the Philippines) are also a long 
way from their bases, miakes it essen- 
| tial that she should find support in the 
, southern Pacific from a friendly naval 
power whose ambitions and ideals run 
parallel with her own.—Archibald R. 
Colquhoun, in the June number of The 
North American Review.

Especially fitting is an old-fashioned celebration in this year of 
civil war semi-centennials. North and south alike mark the anni- 
versary of times and deeds that were epochal and bitter with a 
mutual friendliness that accentuates the final disappearance of the

After the mob had lynched Allen, alleged perpetrator of the 
one crime the white man does not and ought not to forgive— 

The same mob stormed the Monroe jail, took from it Watts, a 
negro charged with a trivial misdemeanor, and lynched him also. 

That is the product of mob-law, once blood-lust is kindled, once 
the tiger taste for blood is whetted. 

That is the appalling danger of lynch-law. It turns loose primi- 
tive and volcanic human passions, the end of which and the desola- 
tion of which no man may halt or foresee. 

No man questions that death—swift, sure—should be the penalty 
oj the crime with which Allen was charged. The advocates of law 
and order, bearing in mind the whirlwind as well as the wind, insist 
that death should be meted out legally! Admit, for the sake of argu- 
ment, that tis sickening crime that turns reasoning white men into 
maniacs, merits lynching. If the lynching stopped at that foulest 
of criminals—there might be some extenuation for it. 

It does not! It never has! It never will! That is the powder- 
rine to which lynch-law leads as surely as dawn to sunrise. 

One of our friends challenges the right of Atlanta, in view of 
those nightmare September riots, to criticise Walton. 

If he will look back through the files of The Constitution he 
will find in that period editorial denunciations of the Atlanta out- 
rages as severe as the limitations of language permit. - That one 
September night’s work stands out as one of the greatest blots on. 
the fair name of a great citizenry. The case, in Atlanta, was more 
aggravated than in Walton. It has never been established that the 
Atlanta mob “got” one guilty negro. But it has been established,

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IMPORTANCE OF ANALYSIS.

FLEMING SAYS DEMOCRATS WRONG. 


In a recent exhaustive review of the congressional resolution sub- 
mitting a constitutional amendment making United States senators 
elective by the people, Hon. William H. Fleming, of Augusta, in 
The Augusta Chronicle, expresses objection to the democratic oppo- 
sition to the Sutherland and Bristow amendments. These two 
amendments are practically identical and provide that under the con- 
stitutional amendments providing for popular elections of senators, 
congress shall have power to alter state regulations as to the time 
and manner of holding senatorial elections. 

The Sutherland amendment was rejected in the house, but its 
principle was revived in the senate by the Bristow amendment. Mr. 
Fleming states that democratic, and southern, opposition to both is 
founded on the fear, which he believes to be groundless, that the 
federal government will be provided with a weapon to attack white 
supremacy in the south. ¢ 

Mr. Fleming holds— 

1. The constitution has always retained to congress the power 
to determine the manner and time of holding elections, and that, 
therefore, the Sutherland-Bristow riders carry no new, vicious or 
unreasonable principle. 

2. That a self-respecting national government cannot reason- 
ably be expected to surrender a power—the absence of which might 
jeopardize its perpetuation—that western and northern senators can- 
not be expected to make a one-sided trade that would be indefensible 
to their constituents, and that the south has not for years and is 
never likely again to face the menace of the destruction of white 
supremacy at the hands of the federal government. If the govern- 
ment were so disposed it could do. so just as easily without as with 
either the Sutherland or the Bristow amendments. 

Finally, Mr. Fleming holds that if southern democrats stick to 
their position they accept the responsibility of defeating a national 
demand at the dictates of what is a “sectional bugbear” and primarily 
a non-essential.

Just here I want to say that Wal- 
ton county will challenge every coun- 
ty in the state to show one whose 
citizens are more peaceful, prosper- 
ous and law-abiding. 

I Know the father and his family, 
have known them long, into which 
this brute. Tom Allen. in the form of 
& human being, made his way. <A 
nobler and truer man never lived, and 
as yet, I have not seen one line writ- 
ten, or one thought expressed (save 
some of our local papers) extending 
Sympathy or kindly feeling to that 
g00d man and his famiiy, over whose 
home this cloud .of. sorrow has come. 
But when this fiendish demon, a de- 
spoiler of happy homes, and one who

God forbid that the day should 
come when men will be so degenerate, 
and lose their love for woman’s hon- 
or, aS not to raise their hand and 
voice to throw around helpless and 
defenceless women the safeguard and 
protection that God intended they 
should have. 

The problem has long been dig- 
cussed as to how we are to stop 
lynchings. The grand juries and su- 
perior courts have not stopped them.

The governors of our state, all 
of whom are great and able men, have 
not stopped them.

Editor Constitution: The recent 
lynching in Walton county has 
brought forth the usual comments ane 
condemnation from certain ones here 
and there. 

Yet, we are all human, ahd the 
Anglo-Saxon blood will have to be 
drawn from our veins: and refilled 
with white fluid to keep any of us 
from doing the same thing when 
brought home to us. You hit the nail 
On the head when you said that the 
law was at fault. Remedy the law 
and you will stop nine-tenths of the 
lynching from this cause. In the case 
referred to in Walton county (I lived 
there for twelve years), I know these 
people to be as honorable and law- 
abiding as any community in Geor- 
gia. Slow to anger, but determined 
when once wrought up. 

I doubt very much whether three or 
four companies of soldiers would 
have prevented them from their pur- 
pose, not at least until blood had been 
shed freely. As I have said, the 
fault is in the.law. Suppose the lady 
in Walton county had died while Tom 
Allen was in Atlanta jail. Would 
they have turned him loose because 
she could not appear before the 
scoundrel in open court to accuse him 
of such a heinous crime? No. Then 
why should the law require her pres- 
ence there at all? Here is where the 
rub comes in. Change the law, and 
allow the lady in such crimes to fur- 
nish sworn affidavit before proper 
officials, and with a speedy trial and 
execution you will stop nine-ténths 
of the lynching. And if you _ stop 
lynching for this crime it will put a 
stop to iynching for less abhorent 
crimes. 

The fact that a victim has to go in 
open court before a crowd of staring 
men and recount the circumstances, 
faced by the brute himself, would 
craze any of us. 

Change the law and .remove the 
match that sets off the magazine of 
dynamite, and you will accomplish 
more than a string of condemnations 
long enough to circle the world.

IN THIS NEIGHBORHOOD 


Citizens Hold Important Meet- 
ing at the Imanuel Bap- 
tist Church. 


A mass meeting of citizens living in 
the vicinity of West Hunter street and 
Mason and Turner avenue, was held at 
the Imanuel Baptist church, corner 
West Hunter and Ashby streets, last 
night to make plans to keep negroes 
out of this neighborhood. A large crowd 
attended the meeting, and the discus- 
sion waxed warm at times.

Augusta Ministers Address Let- 
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lers to Legislature, 


- _Non-Enforcement of the Prohi- 


_ bition Law in Augusta Basis 

of Warm Card--Demand From 
_ Mimisters’ Association to the 
.'~ Legislature. re 


Augusta, Ga., July 3.—In a joint let- 
ter to every member of the Georgia 
legislature, Dr. H. M. Dubose, of the 
Protestant Ministers’ Association, and 
Colonel Henry 8S. Jones, representing 
the Law and Order League of Rich- 
mona county, the non-enforcement of 
the prohibition law in Augusta is de- 
nounceq and a demand is made that 
the lewislature abolish the near beey 
license law. n describing local con- 


ditions the letter says: 

“So nearly absolute is the disregard 
ef the state law against liquor selling 
that the power of the local police is 
no longer invoked against it and juries 
have contemptuously refused to re- 
turn verdicts against offenders where 
the evidence has been as point blank 
as truth itself. Nor is the local shame 
and disorder resulting from the un- 
pridlea reign of Hauor lawlessness in 
Augista, ang jn at least one other im- 
portant center’ in eastern Georgia, the 
worst of thig sad case. 

: Many Counties Flooded, 

‘The restrained distributing of liquor 
from these centers has flooded the 
counties of eastern and southeastern 
Georgia, so that the situation in many 
of the small towns is only less de- 
plorable than if they maintained whis- 
ky dives of their own. 

“The invariable excuse given by un- 
faithful officials, pleaded by interested 
attorneys and discussed by at least 
one of our judges, in banc, is that the 
so-called near beer license statute, 
with its ambigwous clauses and its 
money consideration negatives or else 
embarraeses the execution of the origi- 
nal clear-cut prohibition law of Geor- 
gia. Certain it is to us that this 
money consideration paid by the near 
beer vender to both state and city has 
been made a covert for lawlessness, 
and for its part the city government 
has become as impotent witness of 
widespread disorder anq law infrac- 
tion, and, at the bar of public opinion, 
is convicted of complicity in defying 
the authority of the state.” 

The letter’ is concluded with these 
words: 

“We earnesily pray that our clear- 
cut prohibition law may be permitted 
to stand, but we require and demand in 
the name of that large constituency 
which we reprasent the repeal of so- 
called near beer statute, the abolition 
of the locker system and the elimina- 
tion from the statute book of any 
addenda to the prohibition law which 
have been found to embarrass in any 
way its complete execution.”

SHIPPING 
COMES TO AN END} 
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STRIKE 


Substantial Concessions Made 
to the Seamen---The Union 
Given Recognition. 


London, July 3—Tonight saw the 
practical end of the shipping strike 
which ,so far as its international char- 
acter was concerned, was a failure 
from the first. Nevertheless, in 
Great Britain, it deyeloped a serious 
character, dislocating commerce and 
trade in many directions” 

The strikers have not gaimed all 
their demands, but have obtained sub- 
stantial victories, including the rec- 
ognition of their unions, the chief 
obstacle to a settlement in Liverpool, 
Glasgow and other ports. The 
steamers held up have now obtained 
crews, and will sail at an early date. 

‘In Hull, where the struggle was the 
most bitter, and the strikers were ob- 
durate and riotous, a third conference 
between the board of trade represen- 
tative, George HR. Askwith, and the 
representatives of the disputing par- 
ties, were held today, and proved suc- 
cessful. The strikers tonight unani- 
mousiy confirmed the agreement. 

Apart from the concessions gained, 
an important point in the agreement 
is- that in event of any dispute the 
terms of the agreement are to be in- 
terpreted by the board of trade. The 
agreement, which was signd by near- 
ly forty ship ownerfrs, gives the sea- 
men an advance of half a crown (60 
cents) weekly and the dockers an in- 
crease of half penny an hour, and a 
weekly half holiday to all, and other 
minor concessions. 

The discharging of cargoes of per- 
ishable goods was resumed tonight. 

In some of the other ports it is ex- 
pected that settlements will be ar- 
ranged tmmediately. In London the 
president of the chamber of shipping | 
and other influential ship owners to- 
morrow will meet representatives of 
the National Transport Workers’ Fed- 
eration to discuss the situation... It 
ls expected that by the end of the 
week the shipping industry will re- 
sume its normal course.

London, July 3.—The first half of 
the international circuit aviation raee 
was ended at Hendon Park aerodrome, 
in Hendon, just outside London, today. 
Andre Beaumont, a Frenchman, made 
the speediest trip from Paris to Hen- 
don and was awarded The London 
Standard’s prize of $1,500. M. Gibert, 
another Frenchman, won the Dover 
trophy for the fastest passage across 
the English channel. 

Vedrines, Kimmerling, Beaumont, 
Valentine and Garros reached Hendon, 
closely bunched. 

Vedrines, ir? his monoplane, was the 
first to reach Hendon, arriving there 
shortly before 9 oclock. A half hour 
later Vidart descended gracefully. Kim- 
merling, Beaumont, Valentine and Gar- 
ros landed within the néxt half hour, 
in the order nameds Tabuteau ap- 
peared at 11:15 o'clock, having lost his 
way.

Dover, who won the Dover trophy 
for the fastest channe! flight, made the 
distance in 37 minutes and 57 seconds. 

Airmen Crossed Channel. 

Dover, England, July 3.—Only by 
making the cross channel flight under 
some extraordinary circumstances will 
any aviator ever be able hereafter to 
gain any particular glory from the fea- 
ture. After today the flight must be 
considered an ordinary affair, for the 
morning saw no less than eleven air- 
men, contestants in the European cir- 
cuit race, win their way across the 
channel and alight in Dover as easy 
as a flock of birds might have done. 
Moreover, one of the eleven, Reneaux, 
carried a passenger in his biplane. 

The morning was perfect, hardly a 
breath of wind ruffling the surface of 
the channel as the pick of Europe's 
expert aviators had headed from Ca- 
lais for this shore. The.<ir was as sti}l 
when they landed op .ne downs -here.. 

Crossed ix Half au Hour. 

A great crowd nad surrounded 
landing place in anticipation of the ar- 
rival of the birdmen. They had but 
a short wait before Vedrines, consist- 
ently the leader in the previous stages 
of the race, drove his monoplane out of 
a bank of fleecy slouds that hung low 
over the channel, He made a circuit 
of the aerodrome and landed. gracefully. 
The flight from Calais had been accom- 
plished in about half an hour. 

The other contestante followed in 
quick succession. Seven monoplanes 
were almost bunched, then came two 
biplanes and another monoplane 
brought up the rear. One by one the 
machines appeared over the trees, 
swept down to the aerodrome, circled 
it and landed without a semblance of a 
mishap. There was none of the ex- 
citement that had characterized the 
finish of the previous cross channel 
flights, nor were the aviators exhaust- 
ed, Instead they crawled from their 
aeroplanes and calmly waiked awa 
with friends, while their machines wer 
taken to the hangars to be overhauled. 

Next Stage Begun. 

Soon after the last of the eleven 
aviators hed landed the wind began 
to freshen, and it was decided to start 
immediately on the next stage of the 
contest—-to Shoreham and thence toLon- 
don. The start was accordingly made 
and with the same precision that had 
characterized the arrival at Dover, the 
machines left at two minutes’ intervals, 
only one exceeding that time, and that 
only by a few moments. V es ar- 
rived at Shoreham at 7:19, followed by 
ail the others, excepting Train and 
Gibert. The former ended at New 
Haven and the latter at East Bourne.

national agreement covering prizes in 
naval warfare, passed its second read- 
ing in the house of commons today. An 
amendment to defer consideration of 
the bill until reported on by a com- 
mittee of experts was defeated after 
prolonged debate by a vote of 301 to 
231. The bill passed without division, 

The feature of the debate was Sir 
Edward Grey’s speech in support of 
the bill, in which he referred to the 
attitude of the United States. He ar- 
gues that as that country holds the 
view that “under restricted conditions 
sinking should be allowed, it would 
be useless to attempt to bring in a law 
abolishing it. He contended that in 
case England was at war with a great 
continental power, the one great neu- 
tral power whose interference would be 
useful was the United States, which 
was greatly interested in supplying 
food to this country, and was pos- 
sessed of a fleet of sufficient strength 
to make interference effective. 

The United States, he insisted, would 
never have signed the declaration of 
London if they believed in time of war 
their commerce would be interfered 
with. 

“The United States,” said Sir Ed- 
ward, “have been no reluctant party to 
signing the declaration of London, and 
the prize court convention. They have 
thereby taken a deep interest in pro- 
moting the establishment of an, inter- 
national prize court and in their view, 
acceptance of the declaration of Lon- 
don is essential to the establishment 
of a successful working international 
prize court. 

“The belief that the United States 
government regards the policy of a 
prize court’convention and the dec- 
laration of London with indifference is 
a dangerous misapprehension, which it 
would remove if we were at war with 
a continental power. That continental 
power, knowing the risk and desiring to 
avoid the danger of any friction with 
the United States, the great maritime 
neutral power interested in our food 
supply, would, in all likelihood, pre- 
fer to accept the rules of the declara- 
tion of London and be prepared to re- 
fer to arbitration of any question 
which arises with regard to it.”

| balance in“pasture and 


Free Detivery Carriers, 


Sessions in Afternoon and Night 
Well Attended--Paul Lindsay, 
the President, Gives Interest- 
ing Figures of Work of the 
Carriers in Georgia. . 


The féature of the night session of 
Rural Free Delivery Carriers was & 
speech by Dr. L. G. Hardeman, of Com- 
merce, Ga., former member of the 
legistature, who addressed the car- 
riers on “The State Highway Commis- 


sion Bill” which was up before'the: 


general assembly last year and the 
year before and which both Governors 
Brown and Smith have commended. 


Dr. Hardeman stated that there are |. 


approximately 100,000 miles of public 
roads in the state of Georgia. In order 
to® properly care for these roads, he 
said, it was important that there be 
a head. He thought there should be 
one state highway commissioner at a 
salary of $3,000 and an assistant at 
$1,800. The commissioner should have 
authority over drainage and irrigation 
and should make: surveys for levee 
work. He expressed every confidence 
that the bill woula be passeq at this 
session of the general assembly. 

Fred White, president of the Good 
Roads Club of Georgia, preceded Dr. 
Hardeman and made an earnest talk 
along the same lines. He told of the 
movement which was inaugurated in 
1908 at Albany and commended the 
work that hag been done by the rural 
carriers and thanked the press of the 
city of Atlanta for their excellent 
work, 

President Lindsey’s Speech. 

President Lindsey made an interest- 
ing talk at the night session. He said 
that the afternoon session had been the 
most successful in the history of the 
organization. Speaking of the import- 
ance of organization he said that the 
increas of $2,600,000 per year in salaries 
was directly due to organizeq effort 
of the carriers. Powerful interests, he 
said, such as the express companies, 
were the bitter enemies of the rural 
free delivery system, and they would 
abolish it if they could. It was neces- 
sary for the carriers to stand together 
in order to fight just such enemies. 

Postmaster Hugh McKee, of Atlanta, 
was an invited guest of the convention. 
and made a brief speech, in which he 
expressed appreciation of the worth of 
the rural carriers. 

Afternoon Session. 

President Paul Lindsay presided and 
upon the roll call of officers J. B. 
Lumpkin, vice president, of Réme, Ga., 


and George L. Bond, secretary-treas- 
urer, of Elberton, responded. 

Committee on credentials was an- 
nounced as follows: F. A. Jones, of 
Tallapoosa; Fred. L. White, of Buck-! 
head; J. H. Williams, of Atlanta; J. A. 
Hickman, of Barnesville, and Merida L. 
Moore, of Bowdon, Ga, 

The address of welcome was made by 
W. F. Crusselle, of The Atlanta Consti- 
tution, in which he presented briefly 
the rural letter carriers’ work and its 
importance not only to each com- 
munity served, but also as a potent 
factor in the problem of good roads 
now before the people. He is saig to 
be the fifteenth assistant postmaster 
general] of Georgia by occupancy. at 
least, if not by presidential recogni- 
tion. 

A short talk was made by Inspector 
W. R. Rodes, representing General P. 
V. DeGraw, by special appointment. 

Mr. Rodes declared the rural] letter 
carriers to be one of the most valu- 
able ang efficient of the various 
classes of government employees and 
as ranking higher individually than 
any with whom he had any acquaint- 
ance. Mr. Rodes will respond to any 
queries . propounded in the “question 
feature of the convention. His 
talk was atrictly to the point of busi- 
ness and was well received. ee wrk 

The committee on credentials report- 
ed and by roll call there were found 
to be about 100 duly accredited dele- 
gates from various county and district 
associations. Every carrier present in 
good standing was given a seat ana a 
vote in the convention and all dele- 
gates cast votes in proportion to the 
bodies from which they are sent.

SHOT TO DEATH 
AS HE LAY IN CELL 


Man Accused of Killing Two 
Girls Mysteriously Kill- 
ed in Jail. 


Globe, Ariz., July 3.—Kingsley Olds, 
the prospector accused of murdering 
Lulu and Myrtle Goswick, the two 
young daughters of his mining. part- 
ner, who were found drowned in the 
Salt river, 30 miles from here, on June 
25, was instantly killed before daylight 
today as he lay in his cell in the 
county jail by a shot fired from a win- 
dow in the courthouse, 30 feet distant. 
The murderer escaped, leaving the rifle 
from which ‘the shot was fired. 

Confusion reigned for some time 
time after the shot rang out, and 
when the officers finally ascertained 
whence the bullet had come, no trace 
of the assassin could be Tound. It 
was discovered he had gained entrance 
to the building in the night by means 
of keys belonging to the janitor. 

Entering a judge’s chamber over 
Olds’ cell window, he poked a hole in 
the window screen and, resting the 
rifle on the window ledge, sent his 
firsts shot between the bars into Olds’ 
shoulder. It ranged downward through 
the lungs and caused instantaneous 
death. 

Olds was found on June 24 by cow- 
boys making his way to Globe from 
Salt river. His jaw was shot away 
and he was unable to talk, but wrote 
that while in bathing in the. river 
with two little girls, 10 and 12 years 
old, who had accompanied him to 


Globe from their father’s ranch, he had 


been shot by a Mexican or an Italian. 
He had fallen unconscious, he said, and 
did not know what had become of tite 
girls. Their bodies were found in the 
river the next day. The posse found 
no trace of the person Olds said had 
shot him, and it was charged he had 
assaulted the girls and drowned them 
to cover his crime. The bodies, when 
found, however, bore no trace of vio- 
lence. 

Wesley Goswick, father of the giris, 
was dismissed the day his daughters’ 
bodies were discovered, as he was 
coming to Globe with the avowed in- 
tention of kiHing Olds, 

The latter was then in the county 
hospital, but was removed into jail to 
prevent possible mob violence. Later 
the charge. of murder was lodged 
against him. He then confessed that 
he shot himself in an attempt at sui-

In 
the forenoons rarely was he found 
absent from his desk. ° 

Kindly and considerate, ever the 
courtly gentleman of the old school, 
he made new friends of fresh ac- 
quaintances and added new cement 
daily to old attachments. 

Governor Smith issued the following 
order Monday: 

State of Georgia, Executive Depart- 
ment, Atlanta, July. 3, 1911.—It is with 
deep sorrow that 1 announce the death 
of General Clement A. Jivans, 
occurred at his residence in the city 
of Atlanta, at 4:40 o'clock, on the aft- 
ernoon of July 2. In his death the 
State of Georgia has lost one of its 
most valuable and faithful public serv- 
ants. He was a great confederate 
general, a statesman of wide experi- 
ence, a consecrated minister of the 
gospel, a faithful public official and a 
true citizen, whose death will be 
mourned throughout the entire land.

. Directed Last Firing. 

It is said that he directed the firing 
of the last guns fired by Lee’s army.

Gordon was talking with 
Sheridan under a flag of truce. The 
federal general heard the roar of guns, 
and saw one of his batteries of artil- 
lery and several regiments of infantry 
falling back in front of advancing con- 
federates. 

“What does that mean?” asked Shéri- 
dan of Gordon. 

“Evans has not been advised of the 
surrender,” replied Gordon. 

“Why not send him‘ orders?’ spoke 
up Sheridan. 

“I have no aide,” Gordon responded. 

“I will loan you one,” said the fed- 
eral. 

And the last order written by Gener- 
al Gordon was directed to General 
Evans telling him to cease an attack 
on the enemy. It was delivered by a 
federal lieutenant.
